: How It Was Done

“At half past 7 o'clock that night,
the man went to the Carman heme
and there met the womsn, who suld
she wanted to scure someonc inside,
The womun took the revolver, and the
man propped up the screen and broke
the window and then stood to une side
while the v.,man thrust the weapon
thruugh the opening and fired. Then,
according to the story, she handed the
revolver back to the man and the two
eecaped in opposite directioys.”

According to the story, the man
who told" it decided to inform the po-
lice authorities when his companion
failed to turn over a share of the mo-
ney.

District Atty. Denies Rumor.

“l do not know whether to believe
the story or not,” said the attorney.

Nothing can be
more foolish and laughable,

The plan of the sociely includes the
ereation of u membership as large and
ar influentinl as poseible, and drawn
from ull classes of Japanese. (orres-
pondents or committees will be se-
cured in the Australinn ctates and a
comniitice will be appoiuted in Lon-
don, The countries will be urged to
arrange for oxXchange visits of stu-
dents, correet possible misetatements
appearing in the press and in a gen-
eral way by correspondents and pub-
liclty try to eliminate all misunder-
slanding rising between Japun and
other countries,

The propored society is one of the
indications In Japan today that thia
country desires an opportunity to in-
crease her materinl welfare by an -
tension of her commoerce and  indus-
try which can only come by o period
of peace,
